SAYS POSTAL CHIEF 


Companies Operated At 
Deficit Last Year 
Says Brown

port industry today is in the bal­ 
ance. Postmaster General Walter 
F Brown told the chamber of com­ 
merce here today. 
With a paying 
load of only I ti to 40 per cent of 
capacity, all transport companies 
closed the year with operating de­ 
ficits of heavy proportions, he said. 
“Many reasons may be assigned 
for this unhappy condition, which 
threatens with disaster our high 
hopes 
for 
commercial 
aviation.’’ 
Brown said. “My own belief is that 
the men who were most ambitious 
for the industry and who, with In- 
fillip* pains, planned the longer 
passenger routes, perhaps forgot 
their own first experience in the 
®4r 
"The American public was pro­ 
vided with facilities for flying from 
coast to co^st before any consider­ 
able IU in ber of people ..ad made# 
sight-seeing flights over their na 
tire towns. It Is significant that 
the only air paaaenger carriers who 
have apparently been able to make 
a profit are the ones who have 
been carrying passengers on short 
flights of frrm IO lo 3<> minutes. 
“When our people have made a 
few 
practice flights, 
when 
they 
have passed the bridling stage in 
the air, I believe they will be ready 
for their air marathons, but can 
the air passenger carriers hold out 
u ^ ll that day comes? 
"The 
over-production 
of 
air­ 
planes by the aviation industry will 
of course correct^itself. 
The situa­ 
tion, however. In which the air 
transport industry Ands Itself may 
properly occasion the deepest pub­ 
lic 
concern. 
lf 
that 
Industry 
should collapse because of lack of 
public support for the jatsaenger 
lines, th#* millions which the gov­ 
ernment has contributed to encour­ 
age commercial aviation, as welt 
as a4-large part of the public's in­ 
vestment in the aviation industry, 
will be lost. 
“If congress, which has always 
been ready to aid aviation, will 
give to the post office department 
the authority, and if we have the 
unreserved co-operation of the air 
transi>ort industry, we believe a so­ 
lution is at hand, 
In our judgment 
the method of determining the com 
penaation of air mail contractors 
must b«* revolutionized. 
The sys­ 
tem of paying by pound regardless 
of distance traveled is manifestly 
unsound.

pels the contractor to gamble on 
the volume of mall he will carry 
ami creates an inducement for him 
to swell his volume of unethical 
practices." 
Brown said the d ev ilm e n t was 
urging that congress authorize the 
post master general to contract for 
the transact of mall by aircraft 
between such points as he may 
designate at Axed rates not to ex­ 
ceed $1 per mile for 1,500 pounds 
of mail capacity. 
Under such an 
authorization a schedule of com­ 
pensation could be set up provid­ 
ing for the payment of thirty cents 
per mile for

pensation per mile for increasing 
weight spaces, until the maximum 
of i i per mile for 1,500 pounds is 
reached.
